tc tho building. 
P r o m p t notion of Miss 
Louise Mills a n d the staff of teauhors, 
prevented a n y confusion in tho empty­ 
ing of tho building, and no child was at 
a n y time in dnngor. 


Tho old Phillips building h a s boon re- 
modolod sovoral times. 
I t w a s former­ 
ly tho Covina high school, a n d when 
the now union high school building was 
built, it w a s turned ovor to tho gram­ 
mar school district, a n d h a s sinco boon 
occupied b y the kindergarten nnd the 
first and second 
grades. 
D u r i n g the 
past two years, more or less successftil 
efforts havo beon mndo to incroaso the 
numbor of exits, a n d to provide b e t t e r 
stairways. T h e children enn bo gotten

"Marvels 
Straw tha 
Wastes af Arctic Siberia. 
Little does tbe traveler tblolc a* be 
drives over the dreary wane* of snow 
and see* no living thing "save tbe arctic 
fox. tbe raven and tbe snowy owl that 
tbe ground below him la packed full of 
tbe remains of enormous animals that 
bare perished in some mysterious man­ 
ner. 
Sucb nevertheless is tbe extra­ 
ordinary fact, statea "Siberia and tbe 
Polar Sea.** 


Tbe whole of northern Siberia, from 
tbe Ural mountains to Bering strait, is 
one vast graveyard. Tbe bones, teeth 
and skulls are tbose of elephants, 
rhinoceroses, buffaloes and musk oxen. 
They occur everywhere. 
They are 
found on tbe banks of the rivers, in tbe 
plains, on rising ground and in frozen 
cliffs. 
On tbe shores of tbe Arctic 
ocean there are sloping banks of Ice. 
These are split and furrowed in all di­ 
rections with deep chasms, and as the 
traveler looks down into their dark 
depths from above be sees that tbe 
lower portions of these icy chasms are 
filled with fossils. 


In other places on tbe nortbern*coast 
of Siberia fronting tbe Arctic ocean tbe 
low cliffs that rise above tbe beach and 
are formed of earth and clay are full 
of the bones of elephants and rhino­ 
ceroses. In the brief summer, which 
hardly lasts for six weeks, portions of 
these earthy cliffs thaw and fall on tbe 
beach below. Then It Is that tbe trav­ 
eler who walks along tbe shore wit­ 
nesses an astonishing spectacle. Not 
only does bo observe icebergs stranded 
on tbe beach, but he also sees the 
tusks and bones of elephants (tbe 
mammoth) lying on tbe shore. 


If he leaves tbe Arctic ocean behind 
and Journeys inland the same sights 
constantly meet bis astonished gaze. 
He comes, it may be. to a plain where 
for perhaps bnlf a mile tbe whole 
ground seems to be formed of masses 
of tusks, teeth and the bones of ele­ 
phants and rhinoceroses welded to­ 
gether In one confused mass in the 
frozen soil. These mighty beasts must 
have been destroyed In herds, but bow 
they perished no on£ knows. Still more 
amazing Is tbe fact that tbe islands In 
the Arctic ocean north of Siberia are 
equally full of tbe tusks and bones, 
and on the shores of these islands In 
the polar sea tbe tusks of elephants 
can be seen sticking up in the frozen 
sand. 


Stranger 
still, actually the very 
bodies of these great elephants, with 
flesh and hair perfect, are seen stand­ 
ing upright in tbe frozen cliffs. 
When 
tbe cliffs thaw the bodies or these 
great elepbants rail to the ground and 
are so perfect after being entombed 
for thousands of years, that tbe wolves 
eat the 
floshl

' 


There are many who mdlntftlnithat, a 
great future is before Siberia, owing to 
its vast mineral wealth 'and its corn 
producing power. This applies to the 
southern districts, but bas nothing to 
do with the regions of awful desola­ 
tion to which we have referred. 


JOHN MUIR AND HIS BREAD. 


The Famous Naturalist Lived tha Rail 
Simple Life. 


Tbe naturalist and explorer, John 
Xalr, was a curiously simple man—as 
simple in his tastes and appetites as 
In bis views of life and conduct On 
his trips through tbe Sierras be never 
carried a gun and never killed game, 
nor did be catch fish. 


He lived almost exclusively on plain 
dry bread. "There ts no waste in it," 
he used to say. "Every particle Is of 
value. I also take along^a small pack* 
age of tea and a little tin cap In a stout 
canvas bag. I can sustain my strength 
on this diet for months at a time I 
occasionally run across some -wild ber­ 
ries or an edible root to chew on, bat 
they'are not Important" 


At dinners to which he was Invited 
Mr. Mulr would usually barely taste 
of soup or fruit, never touch meat or 
any fancy dessert talk while others 
ate and nibble away between times at 
a slice of bread without butter. 


Once while visiting Pasadena he was 
one of a party starting out to get sup­ 
per, after which it was purposed to 
spend the evening in the rooms of one 
of tbe company. As they walked, along 
the street they passed a bakery, and 
Mr. Mulr stopped. "Why, friends, look 
here!" he said. "That is good looking 
bread. Why go any farther? Let's buy 
a couple of loaves and take them to 
the room with us." And be was quite 
in earnest 


Once a friend took bim to luncheon 
at a famous restaurant In San Fran­ 
cisco. As they took seats at a table 
Mr. Muir was engaged in some discus­ 
sion In which be was so absorbed that 
he was oblivious to everything else. 
Hifl friend' could not Interrupt him, 
and so tbe talk flowed on until tbe 
time approached for closing tbe res­ 
taurant. 
Tbe bead waiter told tbe 
host that he must give his order with­ 
out further delay. Taking advantage 
of, the interruption, tbe friend suggest­ 
ed to Mr. Mulr that he should give his 
order. He seemed startled. "I have 
all I wish.", he exclaimed. "Order for 
yourself." For an hour as he talked 
he had been chewing bits of bread.—

MINERAL ASH IN PLANT AND 
ANIMAL LIFE. 


I want this week to try to say some­ 
thing, in as slmplo a way as possible, 
about one of the most important con­ 
stituents of food, whothur looked at 
from the point of view of tho animal or 
vegetablo kingdom. I mean the mineral 
ash, or oarth salts, without which health 
and even life itself, is impossible. A 
perfect food consists of tho right com­ 
bination 
of proteins, 
carbohydrates, 
fats, and mineral ash, for tho warm­ 
blooded creatures. 


Leaving out tho fats, the same con­ 
tributing elements oro necessary for 
the perfect food of u tree. Now I find 
that a great ninny people get their at­ 
tention ilxed upon one of these food 
constituents, or perhaps on two of thorn 
—say the proteids and carbohydrates— 
but never give a thought to tho minoral 
ash, I notico this want of balanced at­ 
tention very murkodly in connection 
•with our orchards. At present there is 
u strong run on nitrogen. Most of the 
addresses one hears, and a great deal of 
the tulk, are on the subject of nitrogen 
feeding. Nitrogen is, of course, an es­ 
sential of plant life, but it is by no 
means the only one, and it would nlmost 
appear, sometimes, that mother eurth's 
equally vital contributions of phosphor­ 
ous and Hiilphur in suitable conditions 
(the earth saltH, or mineral ash) are 
not worth talking about. 
Their pres­ 
ence in proper ratios is far too often 
taken blundly for granted, though their 
absence is only too evidently a very 
common cause of the failure of the 
grove. K tree cannot make any use of 
nitrogen unless there are the other sub­ 
stances present requisite for the forma­ 
tion of proteid. 


1 see that I shall have to go on with 
this subject next week. 


To put it briefly, in addition to the 
carbohydrates, which are tho first result 
of carbon feuding through the leaves 
from the air—in addition to the very 


necessary nitrogen, you must make ab­ 
solutely sure of tho presence in the soil, 
in proper quantities, of the equally nec­ 
essary earth salts, phosphorous and sul­ 
phur, or your trees will go hungry. And 
trees which go hungry are the first to 
go sick; and sieknoss is, I believe, a 
way nature often takes to get rid of 
unprofitable servants, for hungry Ber 
vnnts are not likely to bo profltablo 
ones. 


Now, noxt week, you will see, I hope, 
how all this bears upon the keeping of 
live stock, in tho shape of poultry, for 
it tdoes boar, and in ways beyond ques­ 
tion. I may add that it also bears upon 
tho welfare of a much higher form of 
stock than poultry, and I hope to have 
Bomothing to say about that, too, before 
long.

withdrawal of opposition to 
the bonds by the Los Angeles chamber 
of commerce is one of the biggest signs 
of coming success,"- said Mr. Flint, 
who is vice-president of the Los Ange­ 
les Trust & Savings Bank, and a most 
ardent booster for the bonds. 
" I n a 
trip into the country yesterday, I dis­ 
covered, however, that there is still a 
wrong impression existing 
concerning 
the attitude of the Los Angeles cham­ 
ber. The facts are that this body of 
business men was divided merely on 
methods by which to arrive at ade­ 
quate flood control; one contingent was 
inclined to favor the plan of special 
assessments, and the other the bond is­ 
sue as proposed. 
They have 
always 
been a unit on the question. of the 
absolute necessity for the control of 
storm-waters. 
After a meeting with 
strong representations from the cham­ 
bers of commerce of the cities and 
towns outside of Los Angeles city, the 
Los Angeles chamber withdrew its op­ 
position to the bond issue. 
This is 
very significant, when it is remembered 
that the Los Angeles chamber of com­ 
merce represents over $600,000,000 of 
assessable property in the city." 


The second victory, in many ways as 
important, is the endorsement of the 
bonds by"the Los Angeles County Flood 
Control Association. 
This organization 
has been struggling with the flood con­ 
trol question for four years, at all times 
divided irito two camps—one for the 
special assessment plan, and the other 
for a county-wide bond issue. 
At a 
meeting last Saturday in the court­ 
house, the association was presented 
with a set of resolutions favoring the 
bond issue, and endorsing the plans of 
Engineer J. W. Reagan as laid down in 
his flood control report to the board of 
supervisors. 
These resolutions were of­ 
fered by Attorney Frederick Baker, an* 
thor of the Baker act, under which the 
flood control bond issue was called. The 
motion to adopt these • resolutions was 
made by A. W. Frye,syho has been an 
able coadjutor of Mr. Baker in placing 
the Baker bill on the state statutes. 
The association adopting these resolu­ 
tions is made up of representatives 
from every community in the county. 


Now that the property-holders of city 
and county are rapidly uniting on the 
bond issue, it is distinctly up to every 
organized body in every community to 
secure the vote of the wage-earner. - 


" I f the bonds carry, I shall make it 
my business to see that all the projects 
in all parts of the county are begun 
simultaneously," said Supervisor John 
J. Hamilton, at a meeting in Pomona 
last week. 
"Seventy-five per cent of 
the $4,450,000 to bo spent for flood con­ 
trol will go into ordinary iabor at the 
county wages of $2.50 per d a y , " he 
said. 
In other words, the laborer in 
every city and town in the county will 
be very busy during the coming year. 
The project will call for a huge force 
of carpenters in erecting the false work 
of the big conservation dams, who will 
be followed by concrete workers. 
I t 
will mean the use of a great number of 
teamsters 
and truck-drivers, 
besides 
many high-salaried men in surveying 
and engineering. The cement will un­ 
doubtedly 
come 
from 
the 
county's 
great plant at Monolith, in the Tehach- 
tpi mountains. 
It moans the expendi­ 
ture of $4,450,000 of eastern capital, 
biought into the county on bonds that 
run at five per cent for forty years.

CURIOUS THEFTS. 


OWNERS TOO PARTICULAR 
ABOUT INJURY BY FUMIGATORS 


The horticultural corntiisHioner's of­ 
fice would sound a warning to owners 
of orchards that they are perhaps in 
seme cases injuring their own interests 
by being too particular with fumigat 
ors and sprayers as to slight 
injury 
suffered by the trees in treatment, Tho 
result is that tho fumigator, a contract­ 
or, in business for a' profit, will be as 
careful as possible that the trees show 
no injury, even though he does not kill 
oil the scale, and perhaps the grower 
will find it necessary to. fumigate his 
trees again the next season, when if 
they had been given thorough 
treat 
mont, even with slight 
burning, the 
killing would be thorough enough to 
make tho trees reasonably clean for a 
longer 
period. 
Of course injury is 
sometimes done which is unnecessary, 
and which calls for emphatic rem on 
strance from the owner. 
Fruit is some 
time's badly spotted, and in a few cases 
the growth of the tree is seriously in 
jured. 
Usually, however, in the latter 
case, the better killing of the strong 
dosage is worth much more than the 
foliage injury, as that will immediately 
start out again, the more quickly from 
the stimulation which the tree receives 
by fumigation, and in six months the 
tree will be much better than would 
have been the case without 'fumigation, 
aside from the benefit of killing the 
scale. 


Treasures That Wars Purloined by Die* 
honest London Servants. 


In an article ou the dishonesty of 
servants who have long served In old 
houses tho Loudon News cites the case 
of an aged woman who died in a sub­ 
urb of London twenty years ngo. She 
had been continuously in service in a 
great family for. half a century and 
had appropriated all kinds of property, 
among which was a picture which was 
recovered by the heir of the bouse and 
sold to America for $150,000. 


The News asks: "How is it to be ac­ 
counted for that a flue Rubens should 
be found decorating the trim 'parlor* 
of a farmhouse In Lincolnshire, cur­ 
tains embroidered by Mary, queen of 
Scots, a tiny cottago In Norfolk and a 
marqueterle bureau from the collec­ 
tion at Windsor castle an obscure vil­ 
lage in Shropshire?

among tho flowers that the Mayflower 
descendants occupy In Boston society. 
It leads the grand inn re h at the Colo­ 
nial Dames' ball-and 
waves at tbe 
head of the parade of tbo Ancient and 
Honorables. It's called tbe blue flag. 


To return to floral lore, this aristo­ 
crat displays something besides an­ 
cestry. 
Witness Its Ingenuity In per­ 
petuating Itself. 


Iu tbe laws of the flower kingdom 
It Is absolutely necessary Unit the blue 
flag be cross fertlllzed-ttliat Is, for tbe 
pollen of one flower to be carried to 
another. To guard against self fertili­ 
zation tho dower bides Its stigmas In 
pockets, where Its own pollen cannot 
reach them. 


But tbe blue flag's cleverness docs 
not stop here. Since It depends solely 
on tho pollen from other blossoms. It 
calls on its friends, the bees, to brtng 
the pollen. To make tbo work of tbe 
bees as easy as possoblo the flowor 
provides a little "porch" at tbe door

A NATURAL PUZZLE 


One of the Great Mysteries That 


Confound Soienoe. 


THE 
FORCE OF GRAVITATION. 


This Wonderful 
Power 
That 
Keeps 
Suns and Planets In Their Courses 
May Be Waves In tht Ether That 
Puah All Bodies Toward Each Other. 


The mystery of mysteries In science 
Is the attraction of gravitation—that 
very force of nature tbut Is tho most 
familiar to us all. It seems strange 
that tho most familiar thing in the 
world should be at tbe samo time the 
most Inexplicable, but so It Is. 


In order to see clearly wherein the 
mystery consists let us first consider 
what gravitation appears to be. It Is 
graVltatlon that glvos the property of 
weight Jo all bodies. If tbero were no 
gravitation we could float In the ulr. 
It Is gravitation that brings a cannon 
ball eventually to tbe earth, no matter 
how swiftly It may be projected. The 
faster It starts the farther It will go, 
but during every second of Its flight 
It drops tbe samo distance vertically 
toward tho earth, whether the speed 
Imparted to It by the powdor Is 600 or 
8,000 feet per second. 
Gravitation 
acts on a moving body exactly as well 
as on one at rest 


It Is gravitation tbnt curbs the mo­ 
tion of tbe moon and keeps It In an 
orbit of which tbe earth Is the active 
focus. 


So, tbo, It Is gravitation tbut govt 
ems tbe earth in its motion around 
tho sun, preventing it from flying away 
Into boundless space. Astronomy shows 
that gravitation acts between all the 
planets and all tho stars and controls 
their motions with respect to one an­ 
other. 


Now, thin mysterious force appears 
to be an attraction as If thoro wore 
clastic cords connecting all tbo bodies 
In space and tending to draw them to- 
gether. 
Hut space, as far as our senses 
can detect, Is empty: ' How, tbon, oau 
tbero be nu attraction? 
In order that 
a body may be attracted or drawn 
there must bo'somuthlng to draw it. 
Gravitation does tbo trick, but com­ 
pletely bides from us the mechanism 
through which It acts. 
We can dis­ 
cover no mechanism at all. 


Wbon 
nn unfortunate 
aoroplanlst 
drops from his machlno he begins at 
once to full toward tbe earth as If It 
were pulling htm. But bow can It pull 
If it baa nothing to pull with? You 
n k y think n r tlrst sight that It Is the 
air which acts us an Intermediary, but 
that is not so, bocnuso tbe earth and 
tho moon "pull" upon orio another with 
a force equal to tbo strength of a stool 
cablo 600 miles In diameter, but there 
Is no air and no other tangible thing 
In the open spuco, 240,000 miles ncross. 
that gups bul ween tho moon and tbe 
eurth. 


Then 
gravitation 
exerts the same 
forco at every 
Instant. 
No matter 
how fast the fulling aeronaut may be 
descending at any moment, gravitation 
will keen ou adding speed as If bo 
had Just started. 
Disregarding tbo 
slight rotnrdntlon produced by tbo re­ 
sistance of the air. he will fall six­ 
teen feet in tbo first second, 
forty- 
eight foot in tbe second second, eighty 
feet In tho third second, gaining thir­ 
ty-two foot In his velocity during ov- 
ory second after the first. 
From a 
holght of 10,000 feet ho would fall In 
about twenty-five seconds and would 
strlko with a velocity of 400 foot per 
second. 


Tbo same kind of calculation can be 
applied to tho gravitation betweon tho 
earth and the moon. If tho moon wero 
not In motion across tbo direction of 
tho earth's "pull" It would fall to the 
earth in about 110 hours. 


Now, to return to the mystery, bow 
Is this forco exerted? 
Is It really a 
pull, as It seems to be? Tho answer 
to which science Is tending Is that, In­ 
stead of being a pull, gravitation Is a 
push—In othor words, that tho falling 
aeronaut Is pushed toward tbe ground 
and tbo moon is pushed toward tbo 
eo rtb. 


On tbe face of it one might think 
that nothing was gained by this the­ 
ory, becnimo It seems as Impossible 
that a push should be exerted with­ 
out a tangible connection as u pull. 
Out tbe clow Is found In tbe Mtipposed 
properties of tbut Invisible intangible, 
all pervading medium culled the othor. 


This, to bo sure, is explaining one 
tnystory by another, for wo know noth­ 
ing about the ether except that It con­ 
veys tho waves of light and electric­ 
ity, but, at any rate. It affords » con 
colvnblo explanation of gravitation.— 
(Jurrott P. HervlsH In New York Jour­ 
nal.

m a d e a great inland lako b y a 
storm 
t h a t lasted for days. 
Old Bottlers, liv­ 
i n g lie re and there in tho canyons and 
on the plains, still speak of it with awe. 


In 
1884, the inland valleys 
became 
again an expanse of water. 
Men who 
hod 
built up comfortable 
fortunes 
in 
live-stock roaring, lost everything they 
had. 
Homo lost their lives. 


I n 1889, all previous floods wore sur­ 
passed in t h e terrible devastation 
that 
came sweeping down from 
every 
can­ 
yon 
of the Sierra 
Mudres. 
Families 
•were marooned for days. On the lonely 
expanses of the plains men and women 
disappeared 
that 
were never heard of 
again. 
Those were pioneer 
days, and 
dangers and violent deaths were com­ 
mon. 
B u t the enormous walls of wild 
w a t e r 
t h a t emerged 
from the canyons 
are described by many who still remem­ 
ber with a vividness that four impress­ 
ed upon their memory. 
T h a t flood w a s 
t h e

The report from the state board of 
health in regard to the city water sup­ 
ply was ^read and action upon it is 
awaiting furthet investigation. 


A rigid campaign has been begun on 
the. house fly in, the hope of bettering 
the sanitary conditions of the town. 
The city attorney was instructed to 
draft an ordinance requiring all bak­ 
ers' 
goods exhibited to be wrapped and 
screened securely from flies, and to pre­ 
sent said draft at tho next meeting of 
tho board for approval and for recom­ 
mendation to the city board of trus­ 
tees. 


The b,6ard also resolved to make l 
weekly tour of inspection of tho city 
and to hold .weekly meetings until sani­ 
tary conditions become better.

A Bishop's 8tory of an Exciting Ex­ 
perience In Afrtya. 


The strongest opponent* to the ad­ 
vance of civilization In west Central 
Africa, says Bishop Lambuth, the 
Methodist missionary, are the wild ele­ 
phants. 
They break down fences, 
trample gardens, pull up trees and 
even telegraph poles, because they ob­ 
ject to anything strango In their fa­ 
miliar haunts. 
One savage monster 
nearly wrecked a small steam launeh 
belonging to tho mission on the upper 
reaches of the Kongo. 


Tho boat, with three white men, In­ 
cluding the bishop, and a crew of five 
negroes, had tied up on tho edge of a 
forest In a quiet bend of the river. A 
stout plank was laid as a gangway 
from the bow to tho bank, and the 
crew worked until nightfall cutting 
and piling firewood for the boat's fur­ 
nace. 
Then thoy came on deck for 
their evening meal. Tho three white 
men were already at dinner when a 
fearful yell from tho natives brought 
them put of the cabin to seo a large 
elephant viciously attacking the wood­ 
pile. 
The blacks went ashore with 
firebrands snatched out of the cook 
stove to drive the monster away. But 
he paid no attention to tbem until he 
had demolished the woodpile, when he 
whipped one man with his trunk heels 
over head into the river and chased the 
others back Into,the boat 


Thundering *Xter, wUh, red gullet 
openptusks flashing and trunk flaUljig 
the air, he planted both tremendous 
fora feet on the gangplank. 
It bent 
until It cracked under his weight, but 
held stoutly, although the wholo boat 
careened and seemed ready to capsize. 


In another moment the elephant bad 
crossed the plank and was astride It 
with hind feet on the shore and fore 
feet on the boat 
There he stood, 
afraid to advance or retreat a gigantic 
imago of baffled rage. In his fury he 
began stamping with those great fora 
feet;'fend-the boat rocked crnzlly back 
and forth. 


What might have happened If the 
monster had come aboard with all his 
frenzied weight can only be Imagined, 
for the captain by this tlmo bad fetch* 
ed the only rifle on board and, risking 
all on one shot bad thrust the muscle 
almost Into the gaping mouth and 
pulled the trigger. 


Fortunately the bullet lodged In the 
base" of the brain. Tho elephant tum­ 
bled to bis knees and Into the water 
next the bank, bis bulk thrusting tho 
boat aside so suddenly that It snapped 
the bowlines and sent the men stagger­ 
ing to the gunwale. 


At the next government trading post 
the captain had two splendid tusks to 
show as tho result of bis cool daring; 
but to his astonishment ho was ar­ 
rested for shooting tho elephant with­ 
out a license. It was with great diffi­ 
culty that the government official was 
convinced that tho animal bad been 
sb"t In self defense. 
Even then ho 
confiscated tho ivory,—Youth's Com­ 
panion.

Two Great Menaces 


Confronting County 


D a n g e r of Special Assessment Against 
Country 
L a n d s I s as M u c h to be 
F e a r e d as Flood-Waters—Author of 
Flood Control A c t Addresses Covina 
Audience. 


Attorney Fred L. Baker of Glendale, 
author of the net under which the I>o« 
Angeles 
county 
flood 
control 
diBtrict 
was formed, and which made possible 
tho calling of the *4,450,000 flood con­ 
trol bond election by the hoard of HUp- 
crviiiorH, addressed a meeting of 100 
ranchers and business men of the Co- 
vina chamber of commerce last Thurs­ 
day night. 


Attorney Baker's address 
rehearsed 
the four-years-long fight that led up to 
tho signing of the bill by 
Governor 
John30n, and pointed out that the oppo­ 
nents of the bill are the ones who 
would force a special assessment plan 
upon the property-holders of the coun­ 
try districts, in order to entirely nb- 
solve the grcnt taxable 
properties of 
the large cities of the county. 


"There 
are two great 
sources of 
menace 
confronting 
the country 
dis­ 
tricts at this t i m e , " said Attorney Ba­ 
iter. 
" T h e one which is apparent to 
you is the menace of the wild 
waters 
of your washes and rivers, about which 
you are thoroughly and painfully fam­ 
iliar. 


" B u t there is an even grenter men­ 
ace than this, 
it is that if the *4,4. 
ri0,- 
000 flood control bond issue does not 
pass, there will immediately be insti­ 
tuted proceedings to form special as­ 
sessment 
districts, 
which 
will 
throw 
tho whole burden on the rancher whose 
property happens to abut on some wash 
or river. 
Aside from the fact that thin 
plan would be so expensive on a few 
ranchers as to^filmost amount to con- 
flscation 
of property, it is entirely un­ 
workable ns a legal 
proposition, and 
has so proved to bo in the countless 
assessment 
^district 
plans 
thaty ,hnve 
been 
tried in California in the past. 
Attorney O'Melveny 
of Los Angeles, 
one of the greatest authorities on hnndb 
and the sale of bonds, says 
that no 
bonds can ever, be sold to reputable 
firms, 
which are based on tho pigmy 
assessment [dan. The board of super­ 
visors is at this present time confront­ 
ed with tho fact, that they must pro­ 
vide) money in the sum of over $(100,000 
at once, to take care of tho incurred 
oxponses of assessment districts formed 
along 
rivers 
and* washes, 
which 
dis­ 
tricts have ceased to opernte their own 
affairs, and have thrown the work and 
tho expense on the county. 
It is not in 
any 
way a 
responsible 
method, 
does 
not get the work done, and is entirely 
repudiated by the hard-headed 
bond- 
buyers of the country. 
This is also en­ 
tirely nside from the fact that 
every 
man, 
woman and child in the rounty, 
whether living in the city or the coun­ 
try, is materially damaged when storinn 
ravage the ranches, destroy bridges ami 
highways, and fill up tho groat Los An- 
golos and Long 
Beach 
harbors 
with 
s i l t . " 


Tho present plan of equal 
taxation 
of all through a general bond issue, the 
speaker said, had been fought by the 
groat property-owners of the cities, be­ 
cause 
of a 
lack 
of 
far-sightedness, 
which 
would allow 
them to see that 
anything benefiting the rancher would 
most 
certainly 
benefit 
business 
prop­ 
erty through a general increase in busi­ 
ness, and a more generally-shared pros 
perity. 
He urged all members of public 
bodies to form a workable 
campaign 
plan to puss the bonds, and to get th" 
full voting strength out to the polls. 


The address was made at a banquet 
lield in the Park restaurant on Badillo 
street, and was one of the most success­ 
ful affairs held by this body 
during 
tho year. 
President, II. A. Miller pre 
sided. 
A membership 
campaign was 
started, which resulted at once in the 
addition of 15 names.

moving fumigation tents into this dis­ 
trict from infected districts. 


Tho size of district suggested, which 
it now considered free of mealy-bug is, 
the Los Angeles county line on the east, 
mountains on the north, Kan Gabriel 
river on west, and foothills on south. 


Tho Covina chamber of commerce is 
vitally interested in any move for the 
best interest of the community at large, 
and would gladly 
cooperate 
with the 
packing houses in this matter.

a s late a s 1S70 t h e p u n i s h m e n t ordain­ 
ed by t h e l a w for blgb t r e a s o n w a s 
t h a t tho offeuder should be d r a w n on 
a hurdle to t h e place of •execution a n d 
there should be banged by t h e neck 
until be w a s d e a d ; t h a t t h e n bis head 
should be severed from his body, t h a t 
bis body be divided Into four q u a r t e r s 
and t h a t bis head a n d q u a r t e r s b e at 
t h e disposal of the crown. 


And this w a s by no m e a n s the worst 
fate t h a t might befall a criminal In t h e 
so called "good old d a y s , " a s one J o h n 
Roose, a cook of H e n r y 
VIII.'s d a y . 
found to bis cjpst. 
Roose w a s convict­ 
ed of t h e heinous c r i m e of p u t t i n g poi­ 
son In t h e broth Intended for t h e fami­ 
ly of no less reverend a p e r s o n a g e t h a n 
t h e bishop of Rochester. 
F o r such a 
c r i m e hanging, d r a w i n g a n d quarter­ 
ing w a s too merciful a 
p u n i s h m e n t 
".Something lingering, with boiling oil," 
or a t least water, w a s decided to b e t h e 
punishment t h a t best 
fitted t h e crime, 
nnd with this object a special a c t of 
p a r l i a m e n t w a s passed o r d a i n i n g boil­ 
ing alive as the p u n i s h m e n t for this 
felony. 
J o h n Roose e x p i a t e d bis sins 
lu a cauldron of hot water, a n d a few 
y e a r s later. In 1542, ouo M a r g a r e t D a v y 
met the, sumo fate a t SmitufJeld. 


So gravely w a s the crime of poison­ 
ing regarded In these duys of'old that. 
It is recorded, a Scotsman, one T h o m a s 
Uellle, a n d bis son w e r e banished for 
life for administering poison to a cou­ 
ple of noisy hens belonging t o a neigh­ 
bor.

were Indeed d a y s w h e n t h e 
m a n 
of 
violent 
t e m p e r 
or 
criminal 
tendencies m u s t o p e r a t e warily. 
If by 
any evil c h a n c e he c a m e to blows a n d 
d r e w blood within the precincts of tho 
king's palace be w a s inevitably 
con­ 
demned to lose bis right band, a n d a 
s t a t u t e of H e n r y V I I I . regulated tho 
whole g r o w s o m e 
ceremony, 
with all 
Its functionaries, from t h e surgeon w h o 
w a s to a m p u t a t e the offending 
mem­ 
ber, to t h e individual w h o used the 
s e u r l n s Irons, t h e y e o m a n of the scul­ 
lery w h o m a d e t h e irons red hot a t 
his (Ire a n d t h e s e r g e a n t of t h e cellar

no more, and he prayed to be put to

T o all a p p e a r a n c e s 
there w a s nothing b u t a pile of 
fine 
table salt on t h e rug. 


Oyer this s h e placed a h e a v y chair, 
cautioning t h e guest not to d i s t u r b it 
nor to allow the maid to d o so. 
After 
promising to r e t u r n t h e n e x t afternoon 
to finish t h e j o b s h e w e n t 
cheerfully 
a b o u t b e r o w n affairs. 


T r u e t o her word, s b e m a d e b e r a p ­ 
pearance the following afternoon a n d , 
calling for a d u s t p a n a n d whisk broom, 
removed the s a l t 
T h e r e w a s not t h e 
slightest stain of ink on the rug. T h e 
salt, 
having 
carefully 
sifted 
on t h e 
spot, bad slipped into t h e pile and ab­ 
sorbed all the Ink.

One evening I w a s much surprised to 
see Bich&rdson come bounding into my 
room. 


" W h e r e did y o u drop f r o m ! " I in­ 
quired, astonished. 
' 


" J u s t 
blew in from 
Zamboango," 
said Bichardson. " I have had enough 
of these islands. Are you ready to beat 
i t t o m o r r o w ? " 


" A n y old time suits mo. Tomorrow 
if y o u say s o . " 


" A l l . r i g h t ; tomorrow w e g o . " 
Bichardson' 
1 then related his Mindanao 
experiences. On his w a y south on the 
steamer he did all he could to prime 
himself full of engineering knowledge. 
H e also discovered among the passen­ 
gers an engineer, whom he put through 
a severe cross-examination. After seven 
days he arrived i n Zamboango, and, re­ 
porting to headquarters, w a s instructed 
to go to the insular penitentiary, about 
t w e n t y miles down the coast. 
At. the 
prison his duties were outlined to him. 
What a drop from structural engineer­ 
i n g they proved to be! 
H i s "bridge- 
b u i l d i n g " consisted of acting as fore­ 
man in charge of one hundred and twen­ 
t y convicts w h o were hauling 
wheel­ 
barrow-loads of sand and filling, in a 
gulch near the prison buildings. 


The penitentiary was situated on the 
shore of the island of Mindanao, and 
w a s one of the insular government pris­ 


ons. 
The institution consisted of sev­ 
eral one-story cement-walled and thatch 
roofed houses, 
which, in addition to 
containing the cells of the convicts, 
had rooms and accommodation for the 
guards or officers. 
The prisoners Averc 
largely recruited from the Moro tribe, 
nominal Mohammedans, with whom the 
United States had much trouble. There 
were also a few Filipinos and a number 
of Chinese, 


Bichardson 
w a s comfortably 
quar^ 
tered in one of the cottages which were 
provided for the officials of the prison 
The entire group of buildings was with 
in a f e w hundred feet of the ocean and 
w a s buried in a luxuriant jungle of 
palms and evergreen trees of the trop­ 


ics. 


Each morning a t six o'clock the con­ 
victs, attired in their striped uniforms, 
w e r e . conducted b y a number of. armed 
' guards to a ravine—across which the 


prison authorities planned to build "a 
bridge. 
The preliminary work'of 
filling 
and grading w a s being done, and it w a s 
t o oversee this work that Bichardson 
w a s assigned. 
All day long, under the 
tropical sun, he supervised the hauling, 
filling, 
and levelling. ItTwas a position 
a ten-year-old boy could have held. 
A s 
the work progressed, no doubt,.he would 
have had to use his knowledge of bridge 
construction. Fortunately, perhaps, for 
those 
w h o are destined to use this 
bridge, he did not remain to complete 
the work. 


After ten days on the job he w a s 
notified that he w a s to be transferred 
t o another part of the islands, and w a s 
instructed to report to Manila for or­ 
ders. ' H i s removal w a s due to the fact 
that the Manila office had sent six men 
to Mindanao when only four were need­ 


ed, 
and as he w a s the last to arrive, he 
w a s naturally the, first to go. H e took 
a boat and reached Manila after an ab­ 
sence of one month, during which ho 
received one hundred and twenty dol­ 
lars and expenses and travelled two 
thousand miles, visiting many of the 
island ports en route. 


GIVING NOTICE. 
A s the bureau of education authori­ 
ties had assumed that unless something 
extraordinary happened I was a fixture 
i n my position, I fully expected to be 
thrown out when I notified them of my 
intention to leave. 
I t also would look 
as though I were afraid that 1 could 
not pass the civil service 
examination 
which w a s scheduled for the next day, 
and which I had to take in order to be­ 
come a regular employe—for I was only 
a temporary man up to this time. The 
shortness of the notice might also cause 
trouble, for as we were to leave, the 
islands that very day I could give only 
a 
f e w hours' 
warning. 
On 
second 
thoughts I* concluded that the burenu 
could not justly object, for I had come 
at a time when it w a s badly in need 
of a man to issue the annual report, and 
I had finished this for them, having put 
i n much overtime on it without extra 
remuneration. 


However, 
everything 
passed 
off 
smoothly and, instead of being 
forced 
to stay or bein« kicked out, I was treat­ 


ed, 
with the greatest kindness and con­ 
sideration by everyone, from 
Director 
White downwards. 
I never before left 
a position with so much good will on 
the part of m y employers. Mr. White 
expressed his regret, and stated that he 
had planned to promote me very shortly 
and give me an increase in salary. 
Ho 
added that if at any time he could be 
of service to me I was not to hesitate, 
but to call on him. 


That evening Richardson and I sailed 
i n the hold of a ship for Hong-Kong. 
After traveling through Japan, Korea, 


were leaving 
Manila with more coin 
than w e had when w e departed 
from 
Honolulu 
eight months before. , Each 
of us, in fact, w a s now worth about 
eight hundred dollars. 


With eight hundred dollars each in 
hand we felt somewhat " f l u s h , " but 
we quite realized that it would proba­ 
bly be a long> time before w e should 
bbtain positions that would pay us as 
well as those w e had left in Hawaii, 
China, and the Philippines, and w e fore­ 
saw that we might have difficulty about 
getting work in Europe that would even 
pay our expenses. 
For these reasons, 
although .now comparatively 
opulent, 
we decided to travel as cheaply as pos 
sible.

ON T H E W A Y TO I N D O C H I N A . 
W e sailed from 
Hpng-Kbng in the 
forward part of the French mail liner 
Caledonien for Saigon, Indo-China. Our 
only companions in the steerage on this 
three-day .trip 
were 
thirty 
Japanes 
women 
going to settle in La Petite 
Paris, as Saigon is frequently 
called. 
The meals on this steamer were not in 
bad quality, for steerage fare, but were 
not nearly numerous enough for young 
men with healthy appetites. The first 
meal of each day took place at nine 
o'clock in the morning; the second and 
last was served at eight in the evening. 
Each passenger w a s allotted a piece of 
bread, a bottle of wine, meat, and pota 
toes, and in the evening a pudding of 
some Bort. W e spent the long hours^ be­ 
tween meals in reading or conversing 
with the Japanese women as far as our 
limited knowledge of the Japanese lan­ 
guage permitted. 


The Caledonien 
began 
winding her 
way up the Mekong river to Saigon, 
about fifty miles inland. French Indo 
China is a beautiful country, and Sai 


gen, 
with its fifty thousand inhabitants, 
many of whom are French, is indeed a 
miniature Paris. I t is a gay little town, 
with 
many 
substantial 
buildings" and 
numerous 
• cafes 
and ornate 
theaters, 
At many of the restaurants scores of 
quaint tables are placed on tire side 
walks and sometimes out on the street, 
completely 
closing it for traffic. 
At 
these tables hundreds of pleasure-loving 
French people sit during the afternoons 
and evenings, tranquilly sipping their 
wine, chatting and laughing as though 
they hadn't a care in the world. The 
natives of Cochin-China are Annameso, 
very similar to the Chinese. Both men 
and women dress their hair in a knot 
on the top of their heads, and as both 
sexes wear trousers it is difficult for a 
new 
arrival 
to 
distinguish 
between 
them. 


The steerage quarters of the Cale 
donien were crowded to their full capa 
city b y the large number of French 
men and women who came aboard at 
Saigon. 
In order to make room for his 
countrymen, the steward moved 
Rich 
ardson and me from our state-room, in 
the forward part of the ship, to a cabin 
between the engines and the kitchen, 
We did not realize what sort of a place 
it w a s until the time arrived to retire 
Then we discovered that it was hotter 
than Hades and that there was no more 
chance for a breath of fresh air to get 
into this dingy compartment than for 
light 
to 
penetrate 
a 
photographer's 
dark room. 
One glance was enough 
we made our beds on the bow of the 
ship. 
We were rudely awakened by the 
French steward, who was mad as a man 
could be when he saw his clean bed 
clothes laid out on the dirty dock, cov 
ering 
two 
bad-tempered 
Americans 
He grabbed the sheets and blankets, 
uncoverd us with one jerk, and left us— 
clad only in our pajamas—to scramble 
nearly the length of the ship, through 
the steerage crowds, to our state-room 
This French steward was a most irri 
table being, and was continually wor 
ried at the actions of Richardson and 
myself. 
He would fly off into a terrible 
tirade of French 
when he found 


taking a bath in the 
first-passengers 


tub, 
when ho saw us steal food from the 
breakfast table to sustain us until the 
evening meal, or when he discovered us 
asleep in a different part of the deck 
each night with the clean bedspreads 
Ho becamo so needlessly exasperated at 
whatever we did that Richardson and 
I went out of our way to devise means 
by which wo could provoke the old fel 
low. 


Richardson and I had planned a trip 
tc Java, but gave up the idea and wen 
direct to Ceylon. The Caledonien drop 
ped nnchor^Jn the harbor of Colombo 
after an uneventful 
voyage, and we 
were taken ashore in a small boat pro 
polled by one oar at the stern. 
W e ob 
tained rooms at the Y. M. C. A. at six 
teen cents a day. This rate did not in 
cludo bed-clothes, which all travelers i 
Ceylon and India have to furnish for 
themselves. 
W e bought a blanket each 
which we carried strapped to the out 
side of our suit-cases. 


If it were not for tho intense heat 
I would agree with Mark Twain 
that 
Ceylon is the most beautiful island i 
the world. 
Eliminating its tempera­ 
ture, it is Paradise on earth. 
Colombo 


China, and the Philippine islands, we is built 
around 
several 
small 
lakes 


whose shores are a jungle of graceful 
palms and other dense tropical plants. 
There is a beautiful 
driveway 
along 
the beach, which is the promenade for 
the wealthy people of the place, and 
during the afternoon one can 'almost 
imagine that he is on some fashionable 
European thoroughfare. 


After a short trip to Kandy, in the 
interior of Ceylon, w e sailed for India. 
It w a s a night's journey tp the little 
seaport town of Tuticorin, and we took 
second-class passage. 


The two hundred or more naked cool- 
es of the steerage were walking down 
the pier towards the shore, with Bich- 
andson and myself 
following 
behind. 
Presently a man in uniform uttered* a 
shrill 
call. 
The t w o hundred 
coolies! 
topped 
and separated into two col­ 
umns. The uniformed man beckoned to 
us to come on. " G a n g w a y for two white 


m e n " 
had evidently been the nature 
of the call. 
W e were not used to such 
treatment, for we were generally "in­ 
cluded in those swept aside. W e were 
now, however, in a land where the na­ 
tive, if he doesn't respect the white 


man, 
at least pretends that he does. 
This ceremonious entrance into 
India 
struck us as amusing, and we giggled 
our w a y down the double line of sal­ 
aaming Tamils and Singalese. 


Leaving our baggage at the station 
at Madura, Bichardson and I rode in a 
springless 
cart to Pasumalai—a 
dis­ 
tance of about three miles. 
This cart 
was pulled by two bulls, who were spur" 
ed on to greater speed by their naked 
driver, who sat on the shafts and twist­ 
ed their tails. W e were going to call on 
the Bev. Dr. J. P. Jones, a prominent 
Congregational missionary and author, 
whom we f i s h e d to outlino an itinerary 
for us. 


Dr. 
Jones was leaving on an inspec­ 
tion 
tour 
of several of the mission 
schools in a near-by jungle as w e ar­ 
rived at his house. 
He asked us to 
accompany him and also invited us to 
spend a couple of days at his home. 
W e explained that wo^had left our bag­ 
gage in Madura and that, although we 
appreciated his kindness, we did not 
want to impose on him. Ho insisted, 
however, and sent a coolie to Madura 
for our bags. 


A V I L L A G E OF T H I E V E S . 
It was about noon when we left with 


Dr. 
Jones to visit the schools. 
The 
three of us rode in another scatlcss and 
springless cart drawn by two bulls. We 
passed through several small native set­ 
tlements, and towards evening came to 
one of about two hundred inhabitants. 
I t was a " t h i e f c a s t e " village. 
Steal­ 
ing w a s .the sole trade of all the men; 
they made no pretense of doing any­ 
thing else. 
Although closely 
watched 
by the police, they were successful in 
robbing and looting the neighboring 
villages. 
Each night at twelve o'clock 
there w a s a roll-call, but even 
after 
this hour they would grease their bodies 
in order to slip from their 
pursuers, 
steal away, and carry on their nefarious 
trade. 


A number of women were threshing 
shocks of wheat as we entered the little 
settlement of mud huts, each with its 
thatched roof, and naked children were 
playing in tho streets. Our advent soon 
became known, and the village drum­ 
mer, squatted by tho school-house, an 
nounced our arrival and summoned the 
people to come and meet us. I t a mo 
ment, as it seemed, we were surrounded 
by two hundred or more odd and inqui 
sitive-looking 
people. 
I f I had not 
known 
where 
I 
was I should 
have 
thought -myself in the wilds of{ Africa 
The 
black 
bodies of the naked men 
glistened In tho sunlight; the young 
boys and girls, clad in nothing but tho 
happy smile of youth, hovered about us 
like a swarm of butterflies, and the al­ 
most nude women, remaining, a little 
aloof, stared at us with eyes of intense 
curiosity. 


Every man in this interesting group 
was a thief, and I begun to get worried 
for fear one of them might steal my 
watch or the f e w coins I had in m y 
purse. Dr. Jones allayed my fears when 
he informed mo that there wasn't u 
pickpocket 
among them. 
A 
hundred 
thieves, and not one of them a pick 
pocket! 
This was strange and I could 
n't understand,it. 
I had thought that 
this 
means of 
appropriating 
another 
man's y>ossessions was fundamental and 
indispensable to the profession. 
I dis­ 
covered also that these robbers never 
use false keys, pistols, 
flash-lights, 
or 
lengths of gaspipes as means to hold 
up their neighbors. 
They didn't havo 
such things. The mystery of a hundred 
thieves 
with 
no 
pickpockets 
among 
them was soon solved. 
There were no 
pockets to pick. Tho victims of these 
professional pilferers wore no clothes 
and they had had no training 
along 
this line. 
They didn't know a pocket 
when they saw one! 


Dr. 
Jones Jed the way into the small 
mud-walled school-house. Tho room was 
full of naked boys and girls. The fa 
thers and mothers crowded in at the 
rear of the little hall. They were an in 
teresting and sirnplo lot of 
savages 
Richardson and I were given scats of 
honor near the teacher's desk, and 
wreath was placed about our necks. Dr, 
Jones asked for a report from the Da 
five 
teacher and also questioned sev 
eral of the pupils on, their lessons. 
He 
then 
explained to his audience 
that 
Bichardson and I were Americans tra­ 
veling around the world. 


After the inspection all the natives 
gathered in the street in front of the 


school for 
the customary 
foot-races 
which Dr. Jones held on each of his 
visits. 
There were four races-^one for 
the boys, one for the girls, one for the 
women, and one for the men. 
They 
were all eager to take part, for the doc­ 
tor distributed a f e w coins as prizes to 
the winners. 
The rivalry was intense, 
and at the conclusion of each race there 
was much 
confusion, w i t h . m a n y 
dis­ 
putes as to who finished first. Dr. Jones 
insisted on being the judge, and the 
competitors 
were 
informed 
that 
they 
must abide by his decision or else all 
the games would be.called off. 


That evening we enjoyed tho hospi­ 
tality of Dr. Jones. I slept in a com­ 
fortable bed, protected b y a fine mos­ 
quito net and cooled by tho breeze of a 
huge punkah, operated b y a coolie wo* 
man who sat on the pdrch all night and 
pulled tho rope. 


In the cities of India foreigners use 
electric fans and in the rural districts 
a native-propelled punkah. I t is so in­ 
tensely hot in some parts of tho country 
that if the coolie goes to slecp^on the 
job the foreigner immediately awakens. 


Eailroad travel in India is tho cheap­ 
est I have ever known. 
From Madura 
to Trichinopoly is a distance of about 
one 
hundred 
miles. 
W e rodo 
native 
third-class, and our tickets 
cost but 
eight annas (sixteen cents) each! 


There are five classes of travel on 
Indian trains: 
First-class, second-class, 
intermediate, European third-class, and 
native third-class. 
The trains are di­ 
vided into compartments with a capa­ 
city of from twelve to twenty-four pas­ 
sengers. The first-clnBS seats are cover­ 
ed with leather cushions, and the seats 
of the other classes decrease in softness 
till the hard, cold benches of the na 
ive third-class are reached. Tho first- 
class accommodations are used 
exclu­ 
sively by British officials, missionaries, 
resident Europeans, and tourists. 
The 
nntive 
third-class 
is a 
cattle 
train. 
These bare, stall-like compartments are 
crowded with naked coolies—men, wo 


men, 
and children-r-who are jammed in 
by the train guards like dried prunos 
I have seen coolie after coolio slammed 
into ono of these 
compartments, u) 
ready full to the roof, until I thought 
the poor beggars would all die of »uf 
focation. 
Tho first-class faro is usually 
twelvo to fifteen timcB groatcr than the 
nativo 
third-class. 
Our tickots 
from 
Madura to Trichinopoly, for instance, 
would have cost us about ten shillings 
each for first-class.
